N ACCOUNTS have been this Day ld fem Major General 8 which. 
ſtate, that having received Intelligence of an Inſurrection intended in the 
1 ka County of Antrim, and of a Deſign to ſeize the Magiſtrates wha were to aflem.- 
dle at the Town of Antrim on the 7th inſtant, he ordered a Body of Troops to 
march thither, Their Arrival was not early enough to prevent the REBELS 
poſſeſſing themſelves -of the Town, and our advanced Detachment, which conſiſt. 
ed of Cavalry, were repulſed in their firſt Attack, with the Loſs of three Offi- 
cers, and twenty Rank and File killed and wounded. Colonel Durham, how- 
ever, ſoon arrived, and after a well directed Fire on the Town, drove the 
REBELS out of it, without any further Loſs, retook two Curricle Guns Which 
had fallen into their Hands, and took a ſix Pounder from the REBELS, who 
_ were purſued to Shane's Caſtle and Randalftown, with much Slaughter.
